Peculiar Views of Life Entertained 
by Eskimo Men and Women. 


These people in the white world, 
these children of the snow and ice, 
give themselves little concern regard: 
ing what is going on in worlds be- 
youd their own. 7% The climate su 
which they live and the limitations 
of their whole environment make 1} 
impossible that there should be much 
change in their own manner of Ine, 
and they do not care for the changes 
that soap and water might make in 
their domestic life, while the women 
of the family are not anxious ‘wv 
adopt changes in methods of cooking 
that might make some of the disico 
they prepare much cleaner and far 
less dendly than they appear to uv. 
But the best filled larder in we 
homes of the most affluent of tue 
Eskimos offers but little in the way 
of variety in food, and the question 
so vexing to the Canadian house- 
wife, “What shall we have for break- 
fast?” or for dinner or supper never 
troubles the Eskimo housewife, since 
these meals may not vaty for months 
at a time and are prepared in the 
primitive way in which they wee 
prepared by the Eskimos of genera- 
tions and generations ago. 

The dress of the women and the 
men is so much alike that if an Es- 
kimo lady’s hnsband’s clothes hap- 
pened to be better than her own she 
might borrow them to wear to some 


! Eskimo society function withont ex- 


citing any comment as to her dress, 

As in some other lands, the man 1s 
regarded as a being vastly superior 
to the woman, ahd the birth of a 
girl is never regorded as a blessing. 
Indeed, it often happens that both 
the father and mother resort to the 
unavailing folly of tears and latmen- 
tations when it is annovnced that a 
newcomer is a girl. A boy can be- 
come a grect fisherman 
hunter, while a girl—of what use is 
she? A mere enmberer of the earth,
